Insurance Firms Should 
Issue Policies Against 
Germanic Philosophies 


Millions of Americans buy insur- 
ance policies. In so doing they hope 
they can protect their wives and 
children (and themselves, inciden- 
tally) from bad luck by hedging bets 
on expected earnings against possi- 
ble future accidents and catastrophes. 
That’s fine and commendable. But 
what are they doing to protect them- 
selves and their property against the 
probable catastrophe of another re- 


vival’ of German totalitarianism 
(which would confiscate those hedged 
bets and bequeathed = savings)? 


Answer: Practically nothing. 

German totalitarianism is a mental 
disease. Conceived in materialistic 
philosophy, it spawns wars, revolu- 
tions, and the enforced liquidation of 
savings and assets. Men who cherish 
their families and their properties 
should fight Collectivism. When it is 
adopted by a nation it nullifies all 
their work, strivings, and efforts to 
become and remain independent. 
Americans who invest current earn- 
ings in insurance policies should hate 
Germanic Collectivism, and do their 
darndest to eradicate it. 

Yet, school teachers who’ve been 
weaned on a mental diet of Kant, 
Hegel, Freud, and Marx are corrupt- 
ing the minds of our children. The 
German philosophers diverted man- 
kind’s attention from the well-stocked 
mind to the “full belly.” Their mate- 
rialistic philosophy bred Communism 
and Fascism, and it permeates and 
undermines the educational profes- 
sion in Euromerica even today—even 
after Hitler, Mussolini, and Tojo have 
been utterly repudiated, and while 
Stalin is feared.” All these dictators 
took their cues from the Teutonic 
philosophers. These modern case- 
histories should be taken to heart. 
But are they? Goodness, no! 

The generation we have sired takes 
for granted the unequalled living 
standards which we and they enjoy 
to the hilt. At the same time, our 
offspring have been taught to sneer 
at Dad’s accomplishments. Contem- 
Porary educators have been weaned 
on a diet of Germanic philosophy— 
Which is fundamentally pessimistic. 
They teach our boys and girls that 
the only way they can acquire 
earthly possessions is to rob their 
neighbors—and that successful Amer- 
icans are probably criminals. 

How wrong that is! 

Present-day American boons and 
benefits can vanish. They can’t be

J.S. Forbes Dies; 
Helped Organize 
Parts Associations 


PITTSBURGH — John S. Forbes, 
founder and president of the Superior 
Valve & Fittings Co., manufacturer 
of valves and other parts for refrig- 
eration systems, and a leader in 
refrigeration association activities 
for a number of years, died Feb. 16 
at his home here. He was 53 years 
old. 

Although he had suffered from a 
heart condition for some time, he had 
remained very active in the conduct 
of his company, and was in promi- 
nence during the recent All-Industry 
Show at Cleveland. 

Board of directors of the company 
announced Feb. 25 that W. A. 
Siegfried had been elected president 
of Superior Valve & Fittings Co. and 
will direct the continuing operations 
of the firm. Policies and personnel 
of the company will remain un- 
changed, it was stated. 

Mrs. J. S. Forbes was elected sec- 
retary of the company, and H. Ralph 
Sauers, vice president of the Com- 
monwealth Trust Co. of Pittsburgh, 
was elected to fill the vacancy on the 
board of directors. 

Forbes was one of the group who 
had a hand in the founding of the 
Refrigeration Equipment Manufac- 
turers Association, was one of the 
first directors of Rema, and presi- 
dent in 1939-1940. In the years fol- 
lowing his presidency his interest in 
association affairs was no less keen, 
and his efforts in furthering relation- 
ships between manufacturers and 
refrigeration parts and equipment 
wholesalers has been noteworthy. 

He had also been in the affairs of 
the American Society of Refriger-

INDIANAPOLIS — The Webber 
Engineering Corp., a firm established 
to develop and manufacture a resi- 
dential heat pump that draws heat 
directly from the ground through 
refrigerant coils: buried from 3 to 
6 ft. beneath the surface of the 
earth, is opening offices in the Board 
of Trade building here March 1. 

The company was originally set up 
in mid-January by a group of local 
businessmen who purchased _ the 
rights to the heat pump invented by 
Robert: C. Webber, local refrigeration 
engineer and manufacturer. Webber 
is a stockholder and first vice presi- 
dent of the organization and serves

‘Demonstrator’ Sales 


Are Being Advertised 


FT. WAYNE, Ind. — ‘Demonstra- 
tors, slightly damaged floor samples, 
and appliances taken out of layaway” 
are being offered to the public at 
reduced prices in newspaper advertis- 
ing run by local appliance stores. 

Electric and gas ranges, . water 
heaters, automatic washers, and 
radios are particularly prominent in 
such insertions. The advertisements 
give the factory suggested price and 
along with it the store’s reduced 
price. An example: 

“Monarch electric range, was 
$249.95—a beautiful range at a big 
savings. You save $40. But hurry 
—$209.95.” 

Some of these sales are limited to 
a specified period, but usually no 
time limit is given. 

Other major household appliance 
advertising—one Sunday newspaper 
carried more than four full pages, 
not counting those that were part of 
department store advertisements— 
emphasize lower priced items with 
the price tag prominent. 


47 Dealer Sales Frozen Food Show, Steel Cost Jump 


Set Record; 
Inventories Up 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Household 
appliance dealers did the biggest 
dollar volume of business in history 
last year, total sales of $2,464,000,000 
being 46% over 1946, according to the 
Office of Business Economics, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Electrical goods wholesalers also 
had a record year, their sales being 
estimated at $3,249,000,000, an in- 
crease of 66% over the 1946 high. 
This contrasts to sales of $788,000,000 
made by such wholesalers in 1939. 

December sales also established a 
record, the $295,000,000 total passing 
December, 1946 by some 27%. 

The Department of Commerce re- 
port estimated that inventory hold- 
ings at the end of 1947 were 47% 
greater, in dollar value, than stocks 
on hand at the close of 1946. How- 
ever, December stocks were up only 
4% over November, while _ sales 
jumped 27%, indicating the extent 
of pre-Christmas sales. 

Interpreted in terms of weeks sup- 
ply at the current rate of sales, trade 
inventories at the close of the year 
were about 54%, weeks volume. Com- 
parable figures for December, 1946 
and December, 1939, are five weeks 
and 4% weeks, respectively. 


N. Y. Dealers Protest 
Co-op Ad Payments 


NEW YORK CITY—Metropolitan 
appliance dealers through four local 
trade associations have served notice 
to distributors that they want no 
part of the cost of “cooperative” 
advertisements that list a number of 
dealers at the bottom of an adver- 
tisement. 

They expressed the opinion that 
the cost of such advertising, as well 
as the cost of displays designed for 
retail stores, should be borne entirely 
by the distributor or manufacturer. 

The dealers’ stand was presented 
to Bruno-New York, appliance dis- 
tributor, recently by the boards of 
directors of the Queens, Brooklyn, 
Westchester, and Bronx dealer asso- 
ciations. Bruno-New York, which 
has employed’ this type of advertis-

FTC Hears Charges of 
Small Store ‘Freezeout’ 


BOSTON—Large department and 
furniture stores here exert pressure 
on furniture manufacturers to keep 
certain lines out of small furniture 
outlets, a local furniture dealer 
charged at a recent Federal Trade 
Commission hearing here. 

Such pressure caused several manu- 
facturers to withdraw their lines 
from his showroom, Abraham B. Fox, 
presidént of Rapids Furniture Co., 
claimed. He submitted several letters 
exchanged, with two manufacturers 
to substantiate his claim. 

The commission also heard Daniel 
Bloomfield, manager of the Boston 
Retail Trade Board, and Roland T. 
Beers, merchandise manager, and 
Russell Cameron, store manager of 
the Frank Ferdinand furniture store, 
deny that retailers were taking any 
action against so-called ‘“curbstone 
brokers.” 

Bloomfield further denied that his 
organization had attempted to shut 
off the source of supply of any dealer 
or to close showrooms allegedly to 
non-legitimate dealers. 

The two furniture store executives 
declared that their firm follows a 
policy of buying from manufacturers 
who do not sell to direct competitors 
in specific store trading areas, but 
has never questioned manufacturers 
as to whom they sell their merchan- 
dise.

1. The National Frozen Food In- 
dustry Exposition at the Stevens 
hotel March 15-18, sponsored by the 
National Association of Frozen Food 
Packers. 

2. Conventions of NAFFP, the 
National Wholesale Frozen Food Dis- 
tributors, Inc., and the National Food 
Brokers Association. NAFFP and 
NFBA meetings will be held at the 
Stevens and those of NWFFD at the 
Congress hotel. 

3. A Frozen Food Week promoted 
on a national scale by the Quick 
Frozen Food Association of Chicago. 

4. A business meeting of the 
Frozen Food Locker Institute, Inc., at 
the Edgewater Beach hotel March 
19-20, during which the Institute’s 
campaign to raise locker rentals and 
processing charges throughout the 
country will be discussed. 

According to the latest information 


from NAFFP, more than 50 com- - 


panies have signed up for space at 
the exposition and about 300 firms 
have made reservations for the in- 
dustry convention. With space ac- 
ceptances and_ reservations _ still 
mounting, attendance is expected to 
exceed if not surpass that at last 
year’s show in San Francisco. 
Lawrence S. Martin, executive 
secretary of NAFFP, said a large

Purchasing Agents 
Urge ‘De-Escalator’ 
Clause In Contracts 


NEW YORK CITY—A “de-escala- 
tor” clause, intended to protect pur- 
chasers using long-term contracts 
from future price reductions has been 
drawn up by purchasing groups here, 
the New York Times reports. 

This clause reads: “The seller 
agrees that if any reduction to the 
trade is made from quoted prices 
during the contract period, such re- 
duction shall apply to the quoted 
price under the contract and for 
the time such reduction goes into 
effect.” 

Purchasing executives, according 
to the Times, believe that in the 
future all escalator clauses should 
provide for possible downward as 
well as upward price adjustments. 
They further feel that the contract 
purchaser should be warranted 
against losses due to non-notification 
of a price reduction by requiring the 
seller not to extend favorable price 
adjustment terms to other purchasers 
unless those terms are also offered 
to him. 

The seller, on the other hand, is 
protected by adding to the clause a 
statement that in case the reduced 
price should again go up, an upward 
adjustment can be made in the con- 
tract price. 

Purchasing executives agree that 
any contract extending for longer 
than a year should have such a 
clause in-it. 

The “de-escalator” clause brings to 
four the number of clauses currently 
being used to modify current quota- 
tions, according to the Times. The 
other clauses are, it said: 

1. The escalator clause. 

2. Provisions for upward price ad- 
justments on products not on a firm 
price level, providing that firm prices 
are sought on all deliveries up to 
six months’ requirements. 

3. A substitute for firm prices com- 
prising the clause, “price at time of 
shipment but not in excess of quoted 
price, thus providing for possible 
downward adjustments but for no 
increases.”

DETROIT —If the _ increases 
steel prices stick, they are almost 
certain to bring about some increases 
in the prices of refrigeration equip- 
ment and appliances, industry ob- 
servers feel. 

If the electrical workers union 
negotiates wage increases in the 
refrigerator and appliance manufac- 
turing fields, this factor coupled with 
the increased steel prices will almost 
certainly necessitate a price boost 
in completed products. 

The action by the major steel pro- 
ducers resulted in an increase of 
about 12.5% in the price of semi- 
finished steel. Semi-finished steel is 
the raw material from which finished 
steel is made. Finished steel such as 


‘sheet strip is used in making appli- 


ances, automobiles, and other con- 
sumer durable goods. 

Some producers of finished steel 
immediately raised their prices. The 
Allegheny-Ludlum Steel Corp. raised 
hot and cold-rolled carbon strip by 
$10 a ton and silicon sheets and strip 
by $15 to $25 a ton. 

While manufacturers of appliances 
were generally cautious in their com- 
ments about the effect of the steel 
price increase, one or two statements 
were put forth: 

Philip D. Reed, chairman of the 
board of General Electric Co., told 
reporters that there was no question 
but that steel price advances will 
have some effect on the costs of 
finished goods. How much effect, he 
said, would depend on how much 
steel goes into the end product. 

An official of the Fowler Mfg. Co., 
Portland, Ore., manufacturer of hot 
water heaters, said that he expected 
his material costs to rise about 5%. 

“That’s not outrageous,’ he was 
quoted as saying. “There would be 
no change in our selling price on 
that basis—customer resistance is 
too strong.” 

In the meantime steel industry 
sources declare that shortages in flat 
rolled steel products will continue 
through 1948.

Managed by Fred J. Tabery, indus- 
trial showman, and “steered’”’ by a 
committee composed of representa- 
tives from radio, television, electrical 
appliance dealers, retailers, manufac- 
turers, and utility companies, the 
10-day event will spotlight every 
aspect of “electrical living.” 

The exposition, it is stated, will 
feature pageants, parades, contests, 
special events, and the production of 
famous radio and television shows 
on the premises. 

The exposition will show the latest 
in television, radio, and electrical ap- 
pliances. The show will include his- 
torical panoramas, displays of elec- 
trical phenomena and run the gamut 
from industrial to military equip- 
ment. Publicity and advertising plans 
involving exploitation through every 
media will be conducted by two 
firms Bishop & Associates, Inc., and 
Smith, Bull & McCreery.

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N. J. Bills Plan To Curb 
Sales Financing Abuses 


TRENTON, N. J.—Two bills aimed 
at curbing instalment sales financing 
abuses have been’ introduced in the 
New Jersey Legislature by Assembly- 
man Lewis M. Herrmann, Essex 
County Republican. 

One of the measures would define 
“financing of the purchase of goods 
under conditional sales, chattel mort- 
gage or other security instrument” as 
the loaning of money. This would 
bring it under a 6% per year 
statutory interest limit. 

The other bill would require auto- 
mobile sellers to inform buyers in 
writing of buyer participation in 
finance charges, insurance premiums, 
or reserve funds. 


Dealer Inventory Figures 
To Be Made Available 


CHICAGO—The National Electrical 
Retailers Association this week an- 
nounced a new statistical service 
known as “Inventory Facts’ which 
will reveal information of value to 
the industry at large. 

On the first of each month, Nera 
members will be mailed an “Inventory 
Facts” card on which they are asked 
to indicate number of units per item, 
as well as dealer cost of all items in 
their inventory. Total data received 
will be released by Nera on the 15th 
of each month. 

In announcing the campaign, Nera 
Managing Director Clif Simpson 
stated that the “Inventory Facts” 
service is designed to fill an industry- 
wide need.

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Ultra-Cold Introduces Narrow 6-ft. Refrigerator, 
Combination Drink Dispenser and Holding Cabinet 


LOS ANGELES — Production has 
started on a new combination refrig- 
erated drink dispenser and holding 
cabinet and a new 6-cu. ft., narrow 
width, domestic refrigerator at the 
Ultra-Cold, Inc. plant here, accord- 
ing to Carl Conkle of the firm. 

The drink dispenser and holding 
cabinet, called the model 5-F, is de- 
signed to serve either fruit juice or 
water into individual cups and at 
the same time provide refrigerated 
storage room for syrups and bottled 
drinks. 

The refrigerator, labeled the model 
61-S, is intended for applications 
where space is at a premium, such 
as apartments, trailers, or motels. 
It measures 54 in. in height, 24 in. in 
width, and 22 in. in depth. It is said 
to take no more space than a pre- 
war 4.5-cu. ft. unit. 

Coated inside and outside with 
white baked enamel, the refrigerator 
has a_ stainless steel top, three 
shelves, and a three-tray ice maker. 

The drink dispenser and holding 
cabinet measures the same as the 
refrigerator in height and width, but 
is 2 in. shallower. The dispensing 
section, with a capacity of 5 gals., 
features a constantly revolving pad- 
dle to insure uniformity. 

The holding cabinet has a capacity 
of 4 cu. ft. and is coated inside and 
out with white, baked enamel. The 
top is of polished stainless steel. 

A 38° F. temperature is main- 
tained in the drink dispenser, while 
the holding cabinet operates at 40° 
F. Possible applications, as seen by 
the company, are hotels, bars, restau- 
rants, bowling alleys, theaters, and, 
when used as a water cooler, fac- 
tories and offices.

Gerald O. Kaye, general manager 
for the distributor, expressed his 
regrets that the dealers felt this 
way, “especially as the appliance 
business is on the threshold of re- 
turning to a period of intensive sell- 
ing.” He noted that the distributor 
was contributing twice as much as 
the dealers toward the cost.

Dept. Store Sales Skid 
3% During Feb. 14 Week 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A 3% drop 
in department store sales for the 
week ending Feb. 14, as compared 
with the same week a year ago, has 
been reported by the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

This compared with a 9%- gain for 
the week ending Feb. 7 and a 5% 
gain for the year ending Feb. 14. 

Only stores in the New York dis- 
trict showed a gain for the week of 
Feb. 14—and that was only 1%. 

The weekly index, without seasonal 
adjustments, for the week was 238 
as compared with an index of 246 
for the week ending Feb. 15, 1947. 

Percentage losses for the week end- 
ing Feb. 14 in other Federal Reserve 
districts were: Philadelphia 2, Cleve- 
land 3, Richmond 5, Atlanta 6, 
Chicago 3, St. Louis 8, Kansas City 8, 
Dallas 6, and San Francisco 2.

-atistics issued recently by the 
“leetric Power Board of Chattanooga 
ave indicated. 

Refrigerators were the only other 
,ajor household appliance to show a 
cain during January, moving up 11% 
5ver December in unit volume. Milk 
soolers and beverage coolers showed 
qa better than 50% increase over 
‘secember for their best showing in 
yecent months. 

Ironer sales, after a good sales 
.olume in December, dropped sharply 
in January. Home freezer sales de- 
lined 35%, electric range sales eased 
wir 14%, and clothes dryer sales 
slipped about 40%. Commercial re- 
‘yigerator and freezing cabinet sales 
also showed declines.

Sears’ Row with Plumber 
Group Spurs Talk of 
Retail Installation Crews 


CHICAGO — A Congressional sub- 
committee hearing on charges by 
Sears Roebuck & Co. that certain 
plumbing contractors’ organizations 
and certain plumbing manufacturers 
and wholesalers are boycotting in- 
stallation of plumbing and heating 
equipment and major household ap- 
pliances and such farm equipment as 
water heating systems sold by it 
and other large retail distributors, 
has brought out some comment by 
industry spokesmen here. 

George K. Lowry, owner of the 
Porter Hardware Store, Porter, Ind., 
a large merchandiser of equipment 
and appliances, advised stores with a 
good volume of this kind of business 
to hire or train their own plumbers 
and electricians to install merchan- 
dised equipment. Consensus of re- 
tailers was that established plumbers 
for the most part simply will not take 
on installation work on merchandise 
not sold by them. 

The only alternative is for the 
merchandisers to do it themselves. 
This, they said, has many distinct 
advantages. First, this places the 
responsibility for the performance of 
the equipment squarely on_ the 
shoulders of the merchandisers where 
it belongs. Also, it assures the 
merchandiser that the equipment 
sold by him will be installed right, 
and in accordance with his own 
specifications. 

Greatest complaint of the plumbers 
was that most of the “packaged” 
equipment and appliances they install 
for dealers usually are short some 
essential parts, such as galvanized 
pipe and small fittings. Also they 
bear the brunt of criticism if any- 
thing goes wrong with the merchan- 
dise.

Accent on Courtesy 
Cash Awards Go to Nebraska Dept. Store Employes Who 


Display Most Courtesy In Their Work 


OMAHA, Neb.—The Roman god, 
Jupiter, and goddess, Juno, are play- 
ing a stellar role in a _ current 
courtesy campaign which has proved 
unusually effective in the home appli- 
ance department as well as other de- 
partments of the J. L. Brandeis & 
Sons department store here. 


The campaign is part of the store’s 
employe participation program, be- 
lieved to be unique in the nation, in 
which a 15-member employe com- 
mittee, chosen by the employes, chan- 
nels personal suggestions to manage- 
ment. 

Store executives declare that these 
suggestions have resulted in im- 
proved store services and _ better 
working conditions. 

The employe program began about 
a year ago, but the courtesy cam- 
paign received its big impetus last 
September when a motion picture, 
“By Jupiter’ was shown to store em- 
ployes. It depicted an unhappy day 
in the life of a man who didn’t prac- 
tice courtesy. At Juno’s request, 
Jupiter took pity on the poor mortal 
and came to earth to give him a 
hand. 


Jupiter showed the man how 
pleasant life can be if courtesy pre- 
vails, and gave the earthling a chance 
to re-live the day. The god 
strummed his lyre every time the 
man was tempted to be discourteous. 
The happy ending showed the man 
happy in the realization that “life 
can be beautiful.” 

Store employes and their committee 


liked the idea so well that they de- 
cided to carry it further into courtesy 
awards. The firm purchased 1,500 
buttons for the more than 1,200 sell- 
ing and non-selling employes. Each 
button carries a replica of a golden 
lyre, and the slogan: “Courtesy is 
Contagious at Brandeis.’ They have 
caused much customer interest and 
comment as well as_ effectively 
dramatizing the campaign for the 
store’s personnel, the management 
stated. 


Shoppers who make a specialty of 
testing store employes’ courtesy sug- 
gest award winners. Identity of these 
shoppers is known neither to em- 
ployes nor management, with the 
secret shared only by the firm’s 
advertising agency. 


Courteous employes are _ picked 
weekly for $5 awards, which are 
delivered by two store executives. 
Accompanying each award is a let- 
ter, signed by a woman for Juno and 
by a man for Jupiter. Up to recent 
date, courtesy awards had been made 
to 253 employes in 92 departments. 
Two employes had won three awards 
each, while five others had won two 
each. 

Only hitch in the campaign oc- 
curred when store officials were un- 
able to secure a bona fide lyre to 
dramatize the courtesy program, 
although they scoured the country. 
They finally had to settle for an 
ersatz model of the venerable musical 
instrument, made by the window 
decorator.

taken for granted. They won’t per- 
sist into perpetuity. If the faltering 
grandsons of rugged American pio- 
neers await orders, and fail to exer- 
cise Initiative, America’s house-of- 
cards will collapse. 

The modern generation’s unequalled 
opportunities for the Pursuit of 
Happiness are compounded in equal 
parts of the ingredients of Free 
Enterprise, Personal Initiative, In- 
centives, Go-Gettiveness (if you want 
something, go after it), and Hard 
Work. 

These opportunities will either mul- 
tiply or disappear in direct reference 
to our children’s willingness to con- 
tinue upholding the crazily free 
economy which made the magnificent 
eruptings and outpouring of Amer- 
ica’s bountiful civilization possible. 


Young Folk Are Critical 


Boys and girls who live in modern 
America take all their perquisites 
and privileges for granted. Naturally, 
they note flaws and wrongs and in- 
justices. Young folk always do— 
because they’re trying to knife them- 
selves into a going set-up. But when 
they are misled into believing that 
Government can do any job better 
than they can, when they fall for 
the old-hat idea that “planning” is 
wonderful and beyond reproach, they 


listen to the siren-songs of another 
Hitler or Stalin. 


They are taking inspiration from 
Old World teachers, and especially 
from the German political philoso- 
phers who have glorified feudalism 
and totalitarianism, and who justified 
the robbing of the Thrifty and the 
Industrious in their ponderous philo- 
sophical tomes. These neo-Kantists 
are responsible for the fact that all 
Europe is a shambles. (Communism 
is a German philosophic concept—so 
is War). 


Surely it’s time that practical men 
—like you, good sir, and me—get off 
their haunches to combat this 
Germanic Philosophy of Pessimism. 


Mind you, the German people are 
all right, as persons. They’re honest, 
decent, and industrious. But they 
have no background for understand- 
ing the concept of Freedom. During 
the Middle Ages, the Germans, like 
the Russians, were isolated. They 
were unaware of what the Saracen 
civilization had accomplished, they 
were untouched by Rome and its 
laws, and they never had a chance 
to figure out what the British, 
French, and Americans were up to 
when the latter were groping toward 
democratic Freedom and the _ ideal 
republican form of government. 


As a result, the Germans, like the 
Russians, have never known any way 
of life other than serfdom. So this 
has occurred: their bald-headed in- 
tellectuals have dedicated their 
deepest cerebrations toward fabri- 
cating a militant justification for the 
validity of the Slave-State Theory. 


Marx, Engels, Lenin—yes, and 
Stalin—all had Germanic roots. 
And they’ve all evangelized the 


sadly mistaken belief that Planned 


Government can arrange a _ better 
life for ordinary men and women 
than the real, thinking people can 
create for themselves. 


Campaign Promises 
Are Soon Forgotten 


Every type of tyranny which these 
Germanic Overlords impose (when- 
ever these disciples of the German 
philosophers are permitted to take 
over the management of a nation) 
presumably is established “for the 
good of the People.” 

What a macabre laugh! 

Nearly always, those social re- 
form movements which start out to 
do something “for the good of the 
People” end up by subjecting com- 
mon folk to dire poverty and abject 
fear. By hypothesis, they become 
tyrannies. 

Present-day disciples of the Ger- 
manic “social” philosophers try to 
resurrect from the bone-ashes of 
Teutonic feudalism a so-called “bet- 
ter deal for the little fellow.” Be- 
lieve it or not, they are claiming that 
their reactionary theories will usher 
in a New World of peace, progress, 
and plenty. That’s nonsense, of 
course. 

The real-and-only New World is 
the one which has been created by 
plan-hating, go-getting, chaotic 
Americans. Our own American 
record of unparalleled achievement 
gives the lie to the pretensions and 
pitty-patter of those present-day 
narpers who've been overly-influenced 
by the Germanic philosophers’ 
predictions-of-doom. 

We've licked Germany twice in a 
generation, and we can do it again.

“There is no place in the world 
‘distant’ or ‘far’ (from where?). 

“No place, culture, custom or 
people is ‘strange’ (to whom?), 
‘exotic,’ ‘queer,’ or ‘bizarre.’ 

“People can be ‘illiterate’ but never 
‘ignorant’; they can be ‘simple’ but 
never ‘backward.’ 

“There are no ‘heathen,’ no ‘pagan 
cultures,’ no ‘Christian ideals’ (ex- 
cept in direct discussion), and no 
‘chosen people.’ 

“Avoid the word ‘natives’ as it has 
been shaped by imperial custom; use 
it only in the exact sense, eg: as a 
‘native of N Y’—not ‘the natives of 
New Guinea.’ 

“Avoid ‘we,’ ‘ourselves,’ etc., when 
referring to citizens of the U S, or to 
Westerners in gen’]l. ‘We’ are all the 
people. 

“Give the FACTS. Be objective. 
The people will make up their own 
minds . .. and probably they’ll be 
pretty close to right.” 


What’s Money Worth? 


Now that all of us are forced to 
think about domestic problems in 
terms of their effect upon global 
policies, we should agree that the 
establishment of a _ stable interna- 
tional rate of currency exchange 
ought to be immensely beneficial to 
the United States, which, as the only 
solvent nation in the world, is loan- 
ing money right and left. 


Today, our nation is embarrassed 
by its solitary affluence—because 
other countries do not have the gold 
or the dollar bills to pay for the 
goods which they need and want, and 


which we alone can supply. Yet, 
there are far more dollars in exist- 
ence today than we can redeem 
easily. 

The doliar circulation inside the 
United States has increased fron 
$6,856,000,000 in 1938 to $28,262,00¢,- 
000 in January of this year. It is this 
huge and abnormal increase of prin:- 
ed dollars and bank credits which 
has led to the exorbitant prices of 
most things we need. 


Europe’s abnormal demand fcr 
goods from this country, bolstered ky 
our dollar-loans, has fed this pric. - 
inflation even more. 


The establishment of a_ stab -¢ 
world-wide rate of currency e.- 
change would be most profitable to 
the United States. Inasmuch as mo.t 
of the goods and services which we 
have exported since 1939 have been 
in the form of outright gifts, we’ 
never be able to prove how generous 
we've been unless we can accow:t 
the dollar value of these donations in 
terms of recognized values. 


Scarce raw materials, coveted ma- 
chine tools, specialty appliances, and 
even minerals have been sent abroad 
freely—either in the form of lend- 
lease operations (or other loans 
which the borrower is unable to re- 
pay) or in the form of sheer relief 
under the punctured umbrella of 
UNRRA. 


And now we’re asked to give away 
far larger amounts of “relief”? funds 
to stave off “communism.” Where 
will all this ‘“give-away-our-sub- 
stance” policy end? If we continue 
to mortgage our future by tossing 
away our present substance, we may 
become paupers, too.

Radio offer takes the place of out- 
side salesmen, whom at present the 
company can’t offer a decent salary 
»yecause the supply of merchandise is 
inadequate. 

“We are not competing with de- 
partment store trade,” says Brice- 
jand. “That traffic patronizes de- 
partment stores fairly exclusively, 
does not recognize the independent 
merchants. 

Clark’s windows on heavily-traf- 
ficked Federal Street are trimmed so 
that people riding by on the trolley 
can see the large appliances in the 
window, and the people will get off, 
walk back and come in. 

“We put smaller items in the front 
of the window, large items in the 
rear of the window, and play a spot- 
light on them all night. Thus, to see 
everything in the window, people 
don’t have to wander back into the 
vestibule.

Kansas City Will Train 
Video Installing Crews 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Though 
there are no television broadcasting 
stations in Kansas City and none are 
expected before the last quarter of 
the year at least, the Electrical 
Association of Kdnsas City, Mo., to- 
gether with the vocational training 
division of the local broad of educa- 
tion, is planning a school for tele- 
vision receiver installers and me- 
chanics. 

Harry F. Bennetts, executive man- 
ager of the Electrical Association, 
explains: 

“It is a definite fact that once the 
broadcasting service is established, 
lack of a pool of competent installa- 
tion and repair men will be a serious 
handicap to development of the field. 

“We are beginning well in advance 
to provide the technicians for the 
purpose and believe we can assure 
the industry of an adequate number 
of well-trained men by the time tele- 
vision broadcasting begins here.” 

Bennetts said that tentative plans 
call for a 50 hour course open to ex- 
perienced radio installation and re- 
pair men only. A two hour session 
will be held once a week. Classes 
will be limited to 50 men, who will 
probably pay a $5 fee. ~ 

Every major radio distributor in 
the city is said to be giving the 
program his full support. 


Higher Bendix Bacteria 
Removal Percentage Is 
Stressed In Campaign 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Opening gun 
of an intensive newspaper advertis- 
ing campaign designed to show that 
the Bendix automatic washer re- 
moves more soil and germs from 
clothes than three leading non- 
automatic washing machines was 
fired Sunday, Feb. 15 in 160 news- 
papers across the country. 


Bendix’ claims are based on results 
of tests made by the Pittsburgh 
Testing Laboratory and profess to 
prove that the Bendix washer re- 
moved 23.3% more soil and 10 times 
more germs than any of the non- 
automatic models tested.

The story of the comparison be- 
tween the Bendix and “machine C” 
was told in the opening full page 
advertisement. This and the second 
advertisement were signed by the 
local distributor in the area in which 
the advertisement appeared. Those 
to come will carry dealer signatures 
and will be available in smaller 
formats for advertising by individual 
dealers, the company said. 


“This is the first time in the his- 
tory of home laundering that a 
manufacturer has demonstrated bac- 
teria removal as an indication of 
clean washing,” Stewart Roberts, 
director of advertising and sales pro- 
motion for Bendix Home Appliances, 
Inc., declared. “The tests are a 
forward step in the science of home 
laundering.” 

Dominating the opening advertise- 
ment were’ photographs’ which 
showed the bacteria present both be- 
fore and after washing with the 
Bendix and with “machine C.” While 
both the “before” pictures contained 
about the same amount of bacteria, 
the “after” pictures revealed a con- 
siderable number of bacteria re- 
maining in “machine C” and prac- 
tically none remaining in the Bendix. 

The advertisement explained: 


“The soil removal tests were made 
in accordance with the test manual 
of the American Washer and Ironer 
Manufacturers Association, with 
water temperatures of 160° F. for the 
automatic machine and 125° F. for 
non-automatic machines as specified 
in the manual. 


“For the germ removal tests the 
washing procedure as above was 
supplemented by a _ pre-determined 
rinse procedure established from con- 
tact with authorities in the field of 
home laundering, including the 
manufacturers of the machines used. 
The Bendix was used in accordance 
with the manufacturer’s published 
instructions.

——— Stuck In Middle of Open Display Cases Wins 
Customer Acceptance of Pre-packaged Meat Merchandising 


NAPA, Calif.—It takes more than 
merely gleaming, white refrigerated 
eases to make a success of self- 
service, pre-cut meats, according to 
J. W. Dickie, head of the Pikit-N-Pay 
self-serve meat department here. 

Dickie has made a success of it, 
he says, because he backs up the 
self-service display with some spe- 
cialty operations which do away 
with all of the usual drawbacks. 

Dickie found that housewives were 
dubious about buying pre-packaged 
meats because they felt that the 
open refrigerators were not cold 
enough. To offset this, he installed 
a thermometer in the center of each 
Hussmann refrigerated case which 
oroved at a glance that the tempera- 
ture is kept at 35° F. 

To disprove that the meat was 
kept on hand day after day until it 
was sold, Dickie ran newspaper ad- 
vertisements which pointed out that 


sealers, 


and that traffic from 150 to 200 per- 
sons per hour prevents any accumu- 
lation whatsoever. 


Further, he installed the cutting 


and packaging department so that 
customers can watch the work being 
carried out. 


Dickie hired a crew of five girls 


who do all of the packaging. Utiliz- 


ing clear cellophane, hand heat- 
and waterproof,  seal-on 
labels, they prepare meat for sale 
right under the customer’s eye. 

The same five women stock the 


cases regularly, and are instructed 


not to place too much self-serve 
meats on display at a time. Thus, if 
the customer is in the department as 
much as 10 minutes, she is bound to 
notice that the cases are continually 
emptied and re-stocked. 

“The average butcher feels that it 
is sort of a come-down to have to 
spend time in wrapping up the meat 


smiled. “We get much faster serv- 
ice through letting packaging spe- 
cialists handle the packaging, and 
meat cutting specialists do all of the 
butchering.” 


To do away with pilfering from 
the open cases, Dickie set up a 
separate self-service meat depart- 
ment, entirely enclosed away from 
the rest of the store by a rail, and 
equipped it with two checkstands. 

Girls who check out the customers 
can see the full length of the depart- 
ment, as well as self-service cases 
for salads, luncheon meats, fish, 
poultry, etc., and there is little or no 
theft. 

“Besides, it takes two people to 
handle our volume on Saturdays, 
which often jumps to as many as 200

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Chicago’s Electric Center Is Reconditioning & 
Clearing House for Refrigerator Trade-Ins 


CHICAGO-~-In the heart of Chi- 
cago’s garment district, oddly enough, 
is the business home of two earnest 
ex-GIs who think they will buy, re- 
condition, and sell 10,000 used electric 
household refrigerators this year. 

The “home,” located at 317 South 
Market St., bears the name of 
Electric Center, Inc. Telson J. 
Fineman and Robert S. Rivenburgh, 
who owned a local service firm prior 
to the war, are the World War II 
veterans who operate it. 

When, on Feb. 1, the pair started 
their third year in the reconditioned 
refrigerator business, they had put 
close to 5,000 boxes through the 
plant, they say. Thirteen hundred 
of these were reportedly handled 
from the day the establishment was 
opened to the end of 1946. 

Where and how does Electric 
Center get its refrigerators? What 
is involved in the _ reconditioning 
operation? Where and how are the 
boxes sold? 

In answering the first question, the 
pair explained that for the first few 
months they purchased individual 
used refrigerators from the public. 
Days and nights, they chased down 
prospective sellers discovered through 


classified advertisements in _ local 
newspapers. 
Incidentally, it was pointed out, 


one of the difficulties of this period 
was that the used refrigerator busi- 
ness was still generally considered as 
in the same class as the junk busi-

ness. So most of the deals had to be 
on a cash basis. 

“That’s the reputation this business 
had before the war,’ Fineman re- 
marked. “No matter how much 
money was involved, it was still 
junk. It took six months of hard 
work before we could walk into a 
home or store and not be looked at 
as if we were junkmen.” 

But now the bulk of the boxes 
come from apartment houses. In the 
last 18 months, apartment dwellings 
have yielded 3,000 used refrigerators. 
Electric Center secures these units by 
working through two sources: the 
apartment house divisions of appli- 
ance manufacturers’ branches in 
Chicago and local real estate firms. 


To Real Estate Firms 


Here is the type of approach Fine- 
man and Rivenburgh use in soliciting 
business from management com- 
panies and owners of residential 
buildings: 

“We are interested in buying used 
refrigerators from you when you re- 
place old equipment,” read one of a 
series of advertisements published 
late last summer in Chicago’s Real 
Estate News. ‘We are experts in 
the field of appraisal of refrigeration 
values and also on the probable life 
and expense of upkeep of various 
makes of refrigerators. It is in this 
latter capacity that we presume to 
give you some results of our study of 
the Chicago market. 


“About 95% of all the refrigerators 
are well out of any factory warranty. 
It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to buy yearly contracts and those 
few companies which specialize in 
this type of work have increased 
their prices to an extent to make it 
almost prohibitive in the case of very 
old equipment. 


“Service companies, who believe in 
quality work, do not find it profitable 
to ‘patch-up’ these old jobs any longer 
and thus are working on the premise 
that the only thing to do is to com- 
pletely rebuild them. With the in- 
creasing number of hermetic type 
units, it becomes more and more a 
factory job when service is re- 
quired....

Eventually, however, the partners 
will obtain most of their refrigera- 
tors from appliance dealers. This 
will come about, they say, as in- 
creasingly competitive conditions 
force dealers to accept trade-ins. 


They predict the trade-in factor 
will come into strong play within the 
next six months or so. And, they 
stress, dealers should not look. upon 
the used refrigerators as something 
to be avoided if at all possible.

Their Appeal to Dealers 


“Since we organized our company,” 
Fineman commented, “we have con- 
stantly held to the idea that it is 
sound economically and from _ the 
standpoint of good will for appliance 
dealers to take trade-ins. More than 
this, to advertise the fact—shortages 
or not! 

“To a dealer who, in normal times, 
must build his business upon per- 
sonal integrity and service to his 
customer, a smooth-working trade-in 
policy is as important as his store 
front. In our market here in 
Chicago, three out of every four 
purchases of a refrigerator involve 
a trade-in. 

“A dealer who does not take this 
trade-in only makes his sale because 
of the extreme shortage of material. 
He does nothing to keep this cus- 
tomer.” 

Although Electric Center does some 
reconditioning of boxes for dealers, it 
has no desire to promote this phase 
of the business. It has found that 
the handling expenses are far too 
high to make such deals profitable. 


As for the details of buying trans- 
actions, the partners or their repre- 
sentatives go to the location of the 
used refrigerators, make appraisals 
on the basis of Standard Refrigerator 
Trade-In Manual listings (used only 
as a guide, however), and transport 
the boxes to their plant when the 
deals are completed. 


Thus far, the company has con- 
fined the purchasing of used refrig- 
erators to those located in the 
Chicago metropolitan area. They 
have done so, of course, because of 
the cartage problem. 


May Extend Buying Area 


However, the partners are now 
looking into the possibility of buying 
old refrigerators in cities within a 
200-mile radius of Chicago. They 
think such a plan would be practical 
if they can induce dealers to as- 
semble their trade-ins in one or two 
warehouses where the boxes can be 
easily examined. 


If Electric Center can work out 
such a program, it will provide deal- 
ers with a schedule of prices it will 
pay them. In this way, dealers 
could set their trade-in allowances 
accordingly. 

According to Fineman, the firm 
will attempt to meet with repre- 
sentatives of out-of-town dealers or 
dealer organizations interested in 
such an arrangement. 


Electric Center sells the recondi- 
tioned refrigerators at both retail 
and wholesale. Retail sales account 
for about 60% of the volume, except 
that during the winter the ratio 
changes to around 90% wholesale and 
10% retail. 


How Sales Are Financed 


Between 75 and 80% of all retail 
sales are financed by the firm 
through a _ local discount house. 
These sales are financed without 
recourse, according to the partners. 


Every refrigerator sold at retail 
is said to carry a one-year guarantee 
and those sold at wholesale are 
guaranteed, f.o.b. the shop, for 90 
days, regardless of destination. 
Although the concern is not in the 
service business one of its service- 
men does nothing else but fulfill 
guarantees on Electric Center boxes 
installed in the area. 


On refrigerators sold out of town, 
the buyer is authorized to call in a 
repair man and send the bill to 
Electric Center. This policy causes 


one to ask how such bills can be 
authenticated.

“It has to be pretty much a mat- 
ter of mutual trust between the 
buyer and the company,” the part- 
ners admitted. “But we haven’t had 
any trouble so far. The people we 
deal with are essentially honest and 
if some should not be, we would soon 
find out. If only one buyer in 50 
turns out to be dishonest, then we 
feel the risk was worthwhile.” 

One service the company occa- 
sionally performs is to deliver the 
boxes for a local buyer. However, 
this is on a no-special-trip basis. 

The destination of wholesale ship- 
ments is apt to be most anywhere in 
the country. At present, the firm 
has about 75 regular outlets both in 
and out of Chicago. 


Resort Area Buyers 


Dealers in resort areas are among 
the biggest summer buyers. Some 
of these retailers both sell and rent 
the reconditioned units to summer 
resort residents. 

Fineman and _ Rivenburgh told 
about two men who built up a re- 
portedly thriving business in such a 
way with used boxes purchased at 
Electric Center. They related how 
the pair even had to “hock” their 
truck to buy the first load of refrig- 
erators but were soon back for more, 
with the truck paid off. 

Electric Center’s policy on out-of- 
town sales is to require one-third 
down on any quantity over six re- 
frigerators, with the remainder to 
be paid either c.o.d. or sight draft 
bill of lading; in quantities less than 
six, payment is required in advance 
of shipment. 

Some refrigerator reconditioning 
firms have turned to the export 
market, particularly Latin America, 
as an additional outlet. Electric 
Center, too, thought this market 
might be a lucrative one and shipped 
some units abroad through a local 
export house. 


Exports a Problem 


But, for a number of reasons, it 
has come to the conclusion that it is 
at best a risky operation. One of the 
main drawbacks is the mass of “red 
tape” involved. Others include lack 
of service facilities abroad and com- 
Plications arising from damage to 
boxes in shipment. 

For another thing, potential con- 
sumers are not as numerous in Latin 
America as might be _ supposed. 
Fineman and Rivenburgh pointed out 
that there are usually only two large 
classes of people in these countries, 
the rich and the poor. The rich, 
naturally, buy only new refrigerators 


and the poor are mostly too poor to 
buy even used ones. 

As a result of these various condi- 
tions, the partners have abandoned 
for the most part efforts to exploit 
the export angle—at least for the 
present. 

Electric Center’s operations are 
carried out by from a dozen to 25 
employes, several of them on-the-job 
trainees hired under the GI Bill of 
Rights. The number of employes 
depends upon the season. Last 
September, October, and November, 
for example, were ‘dead’? months, it 
was noted. During active periods, 
the partners said, they often buy 
from $800 to $9,000 worth of refrig- 
erators at a time. 

The operations are carried out in 
an area of approximately 10,000 sq. 
ft. Shop, office, and showroom take 
up about 4,000 sq. ft., with the rest 
used for storage. 


Mainly for the convenience of deal- 
ers, the partners some time ago 
initiated a policy of remaining open 
on Sundays, except during the winter. 
But when they advertised this fact, 
the public began coming in in increas- 
ingly larger numbers on that day. 


, Overall result: a gross as high as 


$1,500 to $2,000 on some Sundays. 

Because of its central location, the 
firm draws retail customers from all 
parts of the city. A further improve- 
ment in retail trade is anticipated 
when the new Congress superhighway 
is opened. 

One policy Electric Center follows 
to stimulate retail volume is to tag 
all boxes with the retail price. This 
helps convince prospects that they 
are not getting involved in a 
“shyster” deal and aids in over- 
coming the prejudice some persons 
have against second-hand merchan- 
dise. 


The Reconditioning Job 


Generally speaking, about’ the 
oldest household model refrigerator 
purchased is the 1928 V-5 Frigidaire. 
Electric Center’s biggest seller is the 
1929 D-4 Frigidaire, and General 
Electric Monitor Tops of 1929 to 1931 
vintage are also much in demand. 
These models make up about 50% of 
all those handled. 

In its actual reconditioning opera- 
tions, Electric Center has made a 
conscientious effort to do a thorough 
job (it must, or take a licking on its

guarantees) and when the old boxes 
are being obtained in sufficient quan- 
tities, to operate the reconditioning 
vperation on a kind of a “production 
line’’ basis. 

The owners even went so far as to 
enlist the help of Barnes & Renicke, 
a consulting engineering firm, to set 
up a production line with various 
“stations” at which different types 
of operations could be performed. 

For example, at one station an em- 
ploye trained in unit rebuilding 
evacuates the system, checks com- 
pressor and removes it for repair or 
replacement, removes and replaces 
the refrigerant metering device if 
necessary, checks evaporator and re- 
pairs hanger if necessary, and checks 
cold control, replacing it if necessary. 

At another station another employe 
cleans the base, motor compartment, 
and washes out the liquid and suction 
line and evaporator, and installs the 
new refrigerant metering device if 
necessary. 

At other stations cabinet rebuild- 
ing is carried on, comprising such 
operations as blowing out the dirt, 
removing the doors, replacing door 
gasket, removing the shelves and 
sending them out for retinning, 
masking the cabinet for painting, 
painting in the spray booth, and re- 
mounting of the doors. 

Because the things that have to be 
done to each unit vary considerably, 
there naturally can’t be any com- 
pletely coordinated ‘line production” 
that brings the unit and the cabinet 
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Reconditioning used refrigerators on a production line basis is a difficult 
task, but Electric Center has made a good try at developing a system that 
will keep the jobs moving along smoothly. All repairs to the condensing 
unit, evaporators, and controls are done by one group of employes (as 
shown here) in one part of the shop, while cabinet work and refinishing is 
handled by another group. Models are tagged with Electric Center’s own 
tag as soon as they come in the shop, and keep this tag even when sold. 
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In heat transfer 
work, you can con- 
sider Trufin all prime 
surface, not secondary 
surface.

Many Tricks Are Involved In Successful 
Production Line Reconditioning Work 


out at one place all ready for “final 
assembly.” But it does permit the 
training and employment of spe- 
cialists for the various necessary 
operations that do get them done 
with a maximum of efficiency. 

There’s one rebuilding operation 
which Fineman and _ Rivenburgh 
haven’t tried to tackle in their own 
shop—and which they don’t think 
they ever will. That’s the rebuilding 
of hermetic units. 

Why? Because the partners just 
don’t think it’s the economical way 
for them to do it. So, the units are 
either sent to a rebuilding firm, or a 
new replacement unit is used. 

Since they both—as they express 
it—have “worked with the tools,” 
starting their career as refrigeration 
servicemen, Rivenburgh and Fineman 
have developed a number of “trick 
methods” and special equipment and 
methods in their shop, and are con- 
tinually thinking up and working on 
new ones. 


Reclaiming System 


For example, take their sulphur 
dioxide reclaiming system. 

Purging sulphur dioxide from the 
old units that they took in and re- 
placing it with a new charge that 
would be free from moistuze and oil 
is an important part of the recondi- 
tioning process. But because the 
building they occupy is in the middle 
of a number of “loft”? buildings much 
higher the matter of purging the 
sulphur systems represented quite a 
problem. (It came to a head when 
they were purging the gas into an 
alley behind the shop and the wind 
blew sulphur fumes into a loft build- 
ing precipitating a walkout of the 
employes working therein.) 

So the onetime servicemen designed 
and set up a sulphur dioxide re- 
claiming system. A simple tubing 
manifold permits the gas to be pulled 
from several units at one. time 
through an old water heater tank, 
the gas entering through a large 
diameter tube which is laterally 
slotted within the tank, trapping oil, 
sludge, etc. The gas then goes 
through a strainer and a dehydrator, 
then past a bullseye sight glass 
which is charged with 6/16 mesh 
“indicator-type” blue silica gel. 

When even the slightest trace of 
moisture begins to show (the blue 
silica gel turns white), the flow of 
gas is immediately cut off and a new 
dryer is installed or the old one 
recharged. 

Sulphur thus reclaimed is then 
stored ina drum. Reconditioned con- 
densing units are charged through a 
Kerotest charging board. 

A number of more or less standard 
procedures in checking and recondi- 
tioning used household condensing 
units have been worked out in the 
Electric Center shop. When a unit 
is brought in, gauges are put on and 
the sulphur unit is made to operate at 
6 in. of vacuum and methyl units at 
6 to 10 lbs. pressure while one of 
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the shop servicemen checks it for its 
general operating condition. 

Units that are reconditioned and 
repaired must check out on a run- 
ning test at 20 in. of vacuum and 
160 Ibs. head pressure. 

Systems are washed out with 
“Klensol,” a solvent containing 40% 
carbon tetrachloride, manufactured 
by Great Lakes’ Solvents, Ine. 
Screens are pulled off of floats and 
cleaned, and liquid receivers are 
washed out. 

Nearly every sulphur dioxide sys- 
tem that has any repair or recondi- 
tioning work done on it is equipped 
with a dryer before it is shipped out. 

Floats on certain General Electric 
models are being replaced with the 
capillary tube and strainer replace- 
ment set, calibrated for these particu- 
lar models, furnished by Sealed Unit 
Parts Co. Replacement terminals 
for sealed units made by this com- 
pany are also used where needed. 

Carbon dioxide is used in cleaning 
out evaporators, to get rid of dirt and 
oil. 

Electric Center’s repairmen have 
found it advisable to add a little oil 
to lowside floats, to insure their 
functioning properly. 


Use Replacement Parts 


The Wabash all-purpose capillary 
tube is used in replacing refrigerant 
metering devices where found ad- 
visable. Rivenburgh says it has been 
found simple to use even for models 
not covered in the Wabash catalog. 

If the control is found to be in- 
operative. no attempt is made to re- 
build it or have it rebuilt. Cutler- 
Hammer’s Bulletin 9521 replacemert 
control is used. Electric Center stocks 
Rotary Seal replacements. 

Shelves are sent out for retinning, 
a shop having been found that does 
the job at a cost of 12 cents a pound. 
One big headache was the matter of 
identifying the shelves so that they 
could be put back into the boxes with 
a minimum of time and effort. The 
solution finally came in the form of 
safety pins. 

Giant 6-in. long safety pins are 
stamped with an identfying number 
and hooked onto each shelf. The pin 
gets tinned right along with the 
shelf, but serves to identify it, and 
can be used over and over. 

Gasket replacement remains a big 
problem, Rivenburgh says, mainly be- 
cause of the problem of trying to 
keep up a stock to cover all makes. 
Much of the time it is necessary to 
fit a gasket designated for one 
certain make or model onto one for 
which the replacement gasket was 
not especially intended. 

Having good key men in the recon- 
ditioning shop is important, Riven- 


burgh _ says. Cabinet refinishing 
operations, including the refinishing 
in synthentic enamel with very 


modern spray-type equipment, is in 
the hands of a Negro employe who is 
an expert and conscientious worker. 

Considerable effort is made to keep 
the shop as clean and neat as pos- 
sible, not only because Fineman and 
Rivenburgh like it that way, but also 
because many customers come into 
the shop to inspect merchandise and 
it creates a favorable impression. 
The well-organized parts stockroom 
is a separate room off the shop. 
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The sight glasses in the lines above are filled with an indicator-type 
silica gel, which shows up instantly any moisture that may be in the 
refrigerant lines charging the reconditioned units.

The Dark.” Our industry does need 
more statistics. 

Recently our company decided to 
investigate the cost of a market re- 
search program which would give us 
the needed statistics concerning just 
one type of product. We submitted 
facts to two independent market re- 
search organizations. They came up 
with an approximate cost for the 
project of $40,000. We did not feel 
justified in spending this amount of 
money. 

For our own business, we have 
kept available statistics for a number 
of years on the sale of such products 
as we manufacture. We have had to 
estimate the number of units sold 
each year over and above known 
sales. From these figures we have 
been able to determine with fair 
accuracy our percentage of the in- 
dustry’s total and we have been able 
to gauge the potential market. In 
spite of this, we are not satisfied 
with the statistics. 

The big question is—How do we 
get the needed information chan- 
nelled into one point for statistical 
analysis and dissemination ?

Warning to All Dealers: 
Watch Your Inventories! 


O exorbitantly rich man would ever saddle himself with the 
N worries attendant upon a specialty selling dealership, if he were 
in his right mind. 

You should believe that this uncompromising opinion is a statement 
of fact, because no scion of inherited wealth ever has. 

Specialty dealerships are for the “lean” boys—those who are still 
hoping to make their marks on this world. 

Thus, we can safely assume that the acquisition of money is 
relatively important to the average specialty dealer. 

Proceeding from this theorem, we can progress to the simple 
proposition that “inventory is a substitute for cash—and a poor sub- 
stitute, at that.” 

All merchandise inventories should be liquidated as rapidly as 
possible. 

If you buy a product (on a nominal margin) and sell it two years 
later, you have done business at a loss. 


Nearly all retail margins are based upon the assumption that the 
product will be sold at least six months later—or earlier. 


And it should be! 


But no retailer can 
time he orders them. So 
are always in order. 


sure how fast his goods will move at the 
few “democratic-way” checks-and-balances 


Pursuantly, we submit these: 


(1) Affix price-tags on all your items-for-sale before they are 
placed on the showroom floor. First, let people know what you have 
for sale. Second—after their interest has been aroused—state plainly the 
price they'll have to pay for satisfying this newly-aroused desire. 


(2) Try always to keep a close check on the value of your stock 
so that you can decide when a special inventory-liquidating sale may 
be necessary. If your merchandise is moving slowly, give your best 
friends and customers a “break” on your cut-price sale. They'll appre- 
ciate this “break” later—and probably at the time you will need their 
support most. 


“Dating” your receipts of specialty items is a most useful procedure. 
Information relating to receipt-dates can lead to some cogent observa- 
tions as regards to “turnover.” 


After using a time-clock “dating” procedure for awhile, a smart 
secretary should be able to tell you when certain products in whic! 
you have invested should be “moved” quickly, or when other out-of-stock 
items ought to be re-ordered in quantity. 


For the specialty selling dealer, whose stock-in-trade consists of 
“big ticket” products, a perpetual inventory seems advisable. 


Check one out—check another in—that should be the rule. 


Every sale should be listed on a tabulated sheet; and all sales 
should be checked against this sheet daily by segregating and evaluating 
the price-tags of the products sold. 


Remaining stock will constitute current inventory—a figure which 
can be verified easily any day in the week by actual counting. 


For control purposes, the specialty dealer should design a simple 
sales record. This record might well segregate information on customer 
style preference, size needs, and product improvement suggestions. 


Such data needs to be evaluated most carefully in the light of other 
current consumer surveys—and should be ameliorated by common sense. 


When added up, it will be immensely valuable to distributors and 
manufacturers. More important, it will help the dealer to avoid tying up 
too much capital in inventories.

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There’s a Definite Future for Heat Pumps, 
But Much Engineering Remains To Be Done

NEW YORK CITY—There were a 
few salient points which struck home 
during the symposium on the heat 
pump held by the American Society 
of Heating & Ventilating Engineers 
during its recent annual meeting 
here: 

1. Commercial installations, espe- 
cially restaurants, offer the best pos- 
sibilities in this initial developmental 
stage. 

2. The public is not interested in 
“coefficient of performance” but be- 
lieves (or at least, hopes) the heat 
pump will provide something not 
obtainable with other equipment. 

3. The heat pump can be sold and 
kept sold. Admittedly, it’s for the 


the refrigerator and automobile in 
their infancy. 

4. At least until utilities have com- 
pleted adequate studies, power for 
operation of residential and commer- 
cial heat pumps will be supplied at 
standard rates, but the industry is 
urged to promote “continuous” opera- 
tion of heat pumps to cut demand 
charges and qualify for minimum 
power rates. 

With Lester T. Avery, ASHVE 
vice president, acting as chairman of 
the symposium, five speakers first 
discussed various aspects of the heat 
pumps from the platform, after which 
the meeting was thrown open to dis- 
cussions and questions from the floor.

said. “But with a 10° F. ambient, we 
would need a 6-hp. machine. 

“That alone wouldn’t be too bad, 
but a heat pump machine capable of 
performing satisfactorily at 10° 
ambients would have a power curve 
that increased greatly as the air 
temperature rose,’”’ stated Johnson. 

Capacity modulation of the com- 
pressor—required so it can balance 
the less-than-maximum loads—can 
be achieved either through bypassing 
cylinders or using two compressors, 
but Johnson pointed out that such a 
heat pump will necessarily run most 
of the time at partial loads with re- 
sultant minimum efficiency. 

Fan power’ requirements’ are 
another important aspect of the heat 
pump, he continued. Heat pumps 
generally supply air at a lower tem- 
perature than other forms of heating 
equipment, and thus a greater supply 
of air will have to be delivered to 
maintain design temperatures. With 
the conventional size ductwork, this 
means more air and _ consequent 
greater fan horsepower. 

Defrosting of the outside coils in 
air-to-air systems after peak loads 
was another problem listed by John- 
son. Perhaps a water storage sys- 
tem or a eutectic arrangement should 
be considered, he said, water storage 
systems being useful in defrosting the 
outside air coil. 

As for the best market for heat 
pumps today, Johnson suggested 
that industrial or commercial appli- 
cations such as restaurants offer the 
prospects during the present initial 
stage. 

Restaurants, for example, have a 
heavy internal heat load, what with 
their lights and cooking equipment. 
This means that there will be a heavy 
cooling load in summer and a lighter 
heating load in winter. Thus a heat 
pump, at least of the air-to-air de- 
sign, would be more closely balanced 
as to capacity requirements in such 
an installation. 

The residential heat pump, he im- 


' plied, will remain a problem for some 
' time to come. 


“Houses today are not designed 


' for year-round air conditioning and 


the heat pump,” asserted Johnson. 
“The ductwork, for example, is not 
sttaied sized. What we need is a

broad educational program’ with 
architects and builders on preparing 
homes for year-round air condition- 
ing. After all, the heat pump is only 
one way of obtaining year-round 
conditioning.” 

As for the research aspects of the 
heat pump, it was Prof. Kemler who 
remarked that the public isn’t inter- 
ested in coefficient of performance 
but rather in what the heat pump 
will offer them. 

In outlining some research prob- 
lems for the heat pump, he pointed 
out that the type of cycle employed 
in the heat pump may be varied. 

“So far everyone has been talking 
about the vapor compression cycle, 
but there’s also the air cycle and 
the absorption cycle to be consid- 
ered,” he said. 

The type of heat distribution sys- 
tem must also be considered, he con- 
tinued, as to whether it’s forced air 
or radiant heating by air, water, or 
a combination of these elements. 

As for the heat source, there’s 
water, air, the earth, and other 
sources, especially in industrial ap- 
plications.

He explained that the building con- | 


sists of 12 rental office stories, a 
basement, and two penthouse floors, 
and is 200 ft. high. 

Of 540 rated ton capacity, the heat 
pump installation is the largest in 
the country, according to Kroeker. 
In addition, he claimed, the building 
is the first one in the northwest area 
to be completely air conditioned and 
the first all-aluminum-clad building 
in the country. 

Water pumped from two 150-ft. 
warm wells and disposed to a third 
510-ft. cool well is the heat source, 
he said. The installation includes 
four hermetically-sealed condensing 
units, circulating pumps in separate 
heating and cooling circuits, and 
pumps for moving well water from a 
settling or storage tank to the heat- 
ing or cooling circuits.

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Heat Pump Problems All Capable of

The type of system itself may be 
the basic refrigeration cycle, a 
multiple-stage hookup, and either of 
these in combination with a supple- 
mentary heat source or heat storage 
system. 

Of the three major problems of the 
heat pump, namely, the heat source, 
mechanical equipment, and applica- 
tions, heat source problems most 
urgently require research and solu- 
tion, said Prof. Kemler. 

“The mechanical equipment prob- 
lem primarily interests manufac- 
turers, and is undoubtedly one which 
they will solve almost automatically.” 

Application problems may be some- 
thing else, however, he implied. Is 
the calculation of heat requirements 
for the heat pump the same as ordi- 
nary heat calculation? And what 
about summer cooling calculations? 

The above summarizes the heat 
pump research problems as briefly 
outlined by Prof. Kemler. 


Will ‘Stick Neck Out’ 


In an unscheduled talk, Smith told 
the session his company had been 
willing to “stick its neck out” to find 
out if the heat pump can be sold and 
kept sold. 

In 1944, he recalled, the firm had 
one pump in an office and one in a 
home. In 1947, the number of in- 
stallations had risen to 202. He esti- 
mated that the total at present is 
close to 300. 

During this time, Smith declared, 
Muncie Gear became convinced that 
the heat pump can be both sold and 
kept sold. This new device is not 
just another mousetrap or outboard 
motor, he stressed. 

Indicative of the wide interest in 
the heat pump is the fact that Muncie 
has received as many as 500 letters 
a day on the subject, he pointed out. 
Granting that the heat pump is for 
the “carriage trade” today, Smith 


emphasized that the automobile and 
refrigerator were in a similar posi- 
tion in their infancy. 


He underscored the current need 
for operating data gathered from the 
field and for wider use of the heat 
pump. 

He said he foresees the heat pump 
being operated with other energy 
besides electricity. 

Speaking on “Power to Operate 
These Heat Pumps,” Herman assured 
the engineers there need be no con- 
cern over the availability of electrical 
energy. He promised that the utili- 
ties will provide an ample supply as 
needed. 


Power Most Important 


The crux of the problem here, he 
stressed, is the economic availability 
of power. Then followed a discussion 
of the costs of generating and dis- 
tributing energy—costs which deter- 
mine the price of electric power. 


In order to qualify for the mini- 
mum rate, the heat pump must oper- 
ate as much as possible because of 
the fixed costs, Herman pointed out. 
While the heat pump probably will 
not be developed on the basis of price 
alone, he said, anything that can be 
done to promote ‘continuous’ opera- 
tion will be advantageous to lower 
cost. 


Herman called off-peak operation 
“not too practical.” In answer to a 
question, he said the use of auxiliary 
gas heat would provide too small a 
revenue for a gas utility to be eco- 
nomically practical. 


Standard ‘Interim’ Rates 


On the matter of rates, Herman 
said utilities would generally sell 
energy at standard residential and 
commercial rates until they had time 
to make adequate studies of this 
problem. When such studies have 
been completed, perhaps special rates 
may be worked out, he declared. 

Kroeker opened the symposium by 
describing the construction and 
operation of the heat pump installa- 
tion which cools and heats. the

Cleaning Parts 
Before Repairing (3) 


A piece of equipment that is 
washed in a Stoddard Specification 
Solvent, does not dry as rapidly as 
with the regular, high-volatile, highly 
flammable naphtha, and when it does 
dry, a slight oily film is left. This 
will do no harm while the compressor 
is being disassembled and repaired, 
for it will probably get a bit oily 
anyway. 


RECLEAN BEFORE PAINTING 


But it will make a difference when, 
after assembly, run-in and test, it is 
to be repainted. Then the surface 
must be free of oil or grease. A 
completely dry surface cannot be 
obtained by the use of the Stoddard 
Solvent. There are other methods 
of getting a dry surface and pre- 
paring it for paint or lacquer that 
can be used in conjunction with 
Stoddard Solvent, and these will be 
discussed later. 

One method of making the Stod- 
dard Solvent more highly volatile, 
would be to mix some regular naph- 
tha with it, but that is too dangerous. 
The same effect can be obtained in 
another manner and the solvent will 
still retain its safety features; in 
fact they will be increased. 


This can be done by making a 


. } solution of about two or three parts 


of Stoddard Solvent to one part 
of carbon tetrachloride (commonly 
called “carbon-tet”); that is, a gallon 
of carbon tetrachloride to either 
three or two (a drier solution) gal- 
lons of Stoddard Solvent. 


Such a solution will dry much 
faster and leave a cleaner, less oily 
surface. However, this adds to the 
cost, for carbon tetrachloride costs 
about $1.50 per gallon and Stoddard 
Solvent costs from 20 to 25 cents a 
gallon. 


CARBON TET PROMOTES 
COPPER PLATING 


Carbon tetrachloride, straight or 
mixed with Stoddard Solvent, should 
not be used to wash internal parts of 
compressors, condensers, coils, tub- 
ing, or the interior of any equipment 
used with methyl chloride or ‘‘Freon- 
12,” as it promotes copper plating. 


Carbon tetrachloride readily hy- 
drolizes, that is, it reacts readily 
with moisture to form hydrochloric 
acid which is one of the active agents 
in promoting copper plating. 

Instead of mixing carbon tet- 
rachloride with the Stoddard Solvent, 
either trichlorethylene or perchlor- 
ethylene could be used with about 
equal results and at about the same 
or perhaps a somewhat higher cost. 


Stoddard Solvent can be used cold; 
in fact it would not be safe to at- 
tempt to heat it. The compressor or 
other part can be immersed in it and 
scrubbed with a soft brush or cloth. 


If the piece of equipment to be 
cleaned is too big or too heavy to go 
into the solvent can, a cloth or brush 
may be wetted in the solvent and the 
compressor scrubbed. Some plants 
spray it on under pressure, which 
tends to loosen the dirt and grease. 


APPLY SOLVENT WITH STEAM 


E. A. Plesskott, who manages a 
repair shop at St. Louis, uses live 
steam. He uses a “gun” which is 
equipped with an aspirator-injector 
that draws the solvent into the gun 
and mixes it with the hot steam. He 
has used this with considerable suc- 
cess for some years and finds it 
quite satisfactory. The steam not 
only supplies force, but it also heats 


the compressor so that it dries 
quickly. 
The hydrocarbon’ solvents’ are 


purely grease solvents; they do not 
affect most paints or lacquers. If 
used on painted compressors, cabi- 
nets, or other equipment, they clean 
only, and do not soften the paint. 
Ordinarily this is -desirable, but in 
some instances, such as when the 
painted surfaces are badly scratched 
or marred, it is best to remove the 
paint down to the metal. 

The hydrocarbons are not suitable 
for this purpose, but later we will 
describe a process that, while not 
actually a paint-stripper can be used 
as such in most cases where a high 
grade surface is not necessary, such 
as on compressors and other iron 
castings. 

The hydrocarbon solvents, Stoddard 
Solvent, gasoline, naphtha, kerosene, 
light oils, etc., can be used on any 
metal—iron, steel, copper, brass, and 
even the “white metals’—aluminum, 
zinc, galvanize, die-castings, pot- 
metal, etc. 


BENZENE SERIES 


Another class of hydrocarbon sol- 
vents are known as the benzene series 
or sometimes as the “aromatic hydro- 
carbons” because of their pronounced 
odors. Although they are hydro- 
carbons, they are not made from 
petroleum, but from coal, by the heat- 
ing and distillation process. 

The best known of these are 
benzene, toluene and xylene, also 
known as benzol, toluol and xylol 
respectively. 

They are excellent solvents, but as 
they are very highly volatile, they 
evaporate quickly and are thus lost 
rapidly. Also, they are of course, 
highly flammable and must be 
handled carefully. 

They are used especially for soak- 
ing loose hard carbon deposits on 
valve plates, or other parts, and free- 
ing stuck compressors. They are not 
widely used except for special jobs. 

The hydrocarbon solvents must not 
be used on electrical insulation such 
as motor windings, nor on natural or 
synthetic rubber, as they are absorbed 
by, and soften these materials. 

There are a few wire coverings 
that would not be harmed by being 
washed in regular high-volatile naph- 
tha, but special equipment and 
processes are used, that are not 
adaptable to the ordinary repair shop. 


SYNTHETIC SOLVENTS 


Motor windings may be washed in 
carbon tetrachloride, trichlorethylene 
or perchlorethylene. These materials 
are in the “synthetic” class. They 
are highly volatile, that is, evaporate 
quickly and dissolve greases and oils 
easily and quickly. 

They are not flammable nor will 
they support combustion. In fact, 
carbon tetrachloride is the ingredient 
in many of the “pump” type fire- 
extinquishers, used to put out fires.

They are, however toxic. It is 
unsafe to breathe them too freely. 
As previously mentioned, their fumes 
when breathed, accumulate in the 
liver without their harmful effects 
being suspected over a period of time. 

Rooms in which they are used 
should be well ventilated, and con- 
tainers holding them should have 
tight, self-closing covers. 

Lastly, they are rather expensive, 
and except for electrical insulation, 
other cheaper solvents can be used. 

Most commercial “degreasers’”’ use 
trichlorethylene, a few,  perchlor- 
ethylene. These “degreasers’” are 
self-contained machines with motor- 
driven conveyor chains on which the 
oily, dirty, parts are carried through 
the machine. 

In some types the parts pass 
through a hot vapor of the solvent 
which is heated by a gas or oil burner 
built into the degreaser machine. 

The hot vapor condenses on the 
relatively cold part, which is thus 
‘“‘washed”’ by the solvent. 

In other types the parts are car- 
ried through, and immersed in a tank 
or succession of tanks of the solvent. 
In still other types the liquid is 
flowed over or sprayed on the parts. 

In all of these, the solvent is re- 
cleaned and reclaimed, so that it is 
not “used up.” Of course some 
solvent evaporates, and make-up 
solvent must be added occasionally. 

Degreasing machines operate very 
economically and for a_ consistent 
volume of work put through them 
they are probably the cheapest in the 
long run. They must be kept loaded, 
in order to justify the investment, 
which is considerable. A degreasing 
machine suitable for a moderate size 
shop, costs about $300.

Patent Office Criticized 
By Ventilating Engineer 


BUFFALO — Individuals, acting 
without the aid of patent attorneys, 
have to battle to obtain recognition 
by the U. S. Patent Office in obtain- 
ing patents, according to Joseph R. 
Guildford, Buffalo heating and ven- 
tilating consulting engineer. 

Guildford has written President 
Truman about the problem, asking 
“why individual patent applicants 
should have to battle so hard to 
obtain recognition.”

Patent Office ‘‘gives a patent appli- 
cant the right to prosecute his own 
application (without employing a 
patent attorney) and adds: 

“If the U. S. Patent Office per- 
sonnel are so tied up with patent 
attorneys and object so forcefully 
to patent applicants such’ as myself, 
why is it that the Patent Office ac- 
cepts application fees and applica- 
tions from those who have such 
rights?’”” He asked the President to 
give the matter his attention.

OIT Starts To Modify 
Export License Policy 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In what 
was described as the first of a series 
of actions to be taken to simplify the 
process of licensing exports to 
Europe, the Office of International 
Trade announced that effective March 
1 exporters can be granted one 
license for commercial shipments of 
the same commodity to two or more 
buyers within the same country. 

Prior to this modification, OIT’s 
policy required individual licenses for 
all shipments to the group ‘“R” 
countries, which include continental 
Europe, Russia, and the British Isles. 
When first announced, this policy 
drew widespread criticism from 
exporters. 

The new licenses will be called 
“multiple consignee export licenses.” 
Application for them must be made 
on the ordinary license application 
form and must be accompanied by a 
list of consignees, their addresses, 
and the amount of the commodity to 
be shipped to each.

COLON, Panama—Installation of a 
refrigerating plant and warehouse for 
supplying ship’s stores to vessels go- 
ing through the Panama Canal has 
been started here by a large local 
wholesaler.

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Plan Urges Production 
Skill of U.S. Be Used To 
Speed Up Europe’s Output 


CHICAGO — A plan to volunteer 
the services of American industry’s 
top executives and technical experts 
to western European nations to im- 
prove their manufacturing methods 
and processes and step up produc- 
tion abroad is being advocated by 
Roy W. Gifford, chairman of the 
board of Borg-Warner International 
Corp. and vice president of Norge 
and Detroit Gear Divisions of Borg- 
Warner Corp. 

Convinced that western Europe can 
best be made self-sustaining—and 
economically healthy enough to resist 
Communism-—by receiving the bene- 
fit of American industrial know-how, 
Gifford is urging this country’s manu- 
facturers to unite in an Industrial 
Council for European Aid. 

Under Gifford’s plan, which he be- 
lieves would supplement and help to 
implement the direct aid to Europe 
contemplated under the Marshall 
Plan, American executives, as well as 
engineers, production experts, techni- 
cal specialists, and departmental 
foremen, would be temporarily loaned 
as consultants to European indus- 
tries and companies requesting such 
help. 

These advisors would seek to in- 
crease productivity per man, mod- 
ernize plants, and generally better 
working conditions. They would be 
called upon to study and improve 
such diverse methods and processes 
as the use of new machine tools, 
metallurgy, manufacturing controls, 
materials handling, marketing, and 
distribution. 

“It should be the aim to the ad- 
vantage of both lender and borrowers 
to keep the actual outlay for 
European aid at the lowest possible 
figure,” Gifford said. “The program 
which I suggest should take the form 
of an offer made by organized 
American industry to organized 
European industry. The results thus 
obtained would be greater and the 
expense far less. And the American 
taxpayer would be relieved more 
quickly of the burden of aiding 
Europe. 

“American citizens and foreign 
governments alike should realize that 
this country is able to render financial 
assistance abroad only because our 
own productive techniques have at- 
tained a high standard of efficiency. 

“The spread of Communism may 
be stopped by bettering the world’s 
standard of living through the direct 
application of the same methods that 
have been so conspicuously successful 
in the world’s most productive free 
society—_the United States.” 

Gifford said he is convinced Ameri- 
can businessmen ‘should be called to 
the colors with much the same 
urgency that they were summoned 
in wartime.” 

“Again, our way of life is menaced 
by a ruthless alien dictatorship,” he 
declared. “Again, our industry 
stands as a mighty weapon for our 
defense. Again, our primary battle- 
ground is western Europe.”

UNRRA Brings Cooling 
Units to Shanghai Lab 


CORTLAND, N. Y.—Evidence of 
the efforts being made by UNRRA 
to assist war-torn China to develop 
its own local manufacture of essen- 
tial commodities is offered in the re- 
cent shipment from the Remington 
plant here, to the IBNCP, Shanghai, 
of a quantity of air cooling and dry- 
ing units designed automatically to 
regulate temperature and humidity 
in laboratories, and pilot-plants. 

The equipment in question, pay- 
ment for which was made by the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration, will be installed 
in the Laboratories of the National 
Institute of Biological and Chemical 
Production, promptly on its arrival in 
Shanghai. There, according to 
NIBCP Director, Dr. Y. N. Yang, a 
program of research and develop- 
ment activity, including small-scale 
manufacture, has already been 
initiated for the purpose of produc- 
ing in China many of the biological, 
pharmaceutical and medicinal prod- 
ucts needed to protect the Chinese 
people from the ravages of the 
epidemics. 

“The units recently shipped to the 
NIBCP,” said Wayne Clemens, ex- 
port manager of Remington’s Air 
Conditioning Division, ‘are complete 
with air-cooled refrigerating mecha- 
nisms having a nominal capacity of 
11,000 B.t.u. per hour and are 
capable of doing everything on a 
small scale that is normally accom- 
plished by the more complex central- 
station systems.” 


U.S. Firm Helps Design 
Refrigerator for Australia 


NEW YORK CITY — Development 
of an electric refrigerator for use in 
Australia is one of the assignments 
arising out of the recent affiliation of 
Van Doren, Nowland & Schlader- 
mundt, industrial designers of New 
York and Philadelphia, with two 
design firms abroad, European Field 
Research & Design Unit of London 
and Compagnie Pour’ L’Etude 
d’Equipments Industriels of Paris, it 
is reported. 

The affiliation is believed to be the 
first such formal arrangement be- 
tween industrial designers here and 
abroad.

New G-E ‘Type H’ Portable Leak Detector 
Locates Slightest Trace of Refrigerant 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y.—A new 
portable leak detector, which is 

-laimed to be able to detect a leak 
hak would pass only 1490 ounce of 
“Freon” in a year, has been intro- 
duced by the special products division 
of the General Electric Co. here. 

The instrument, called the Type H 
ieak detector, detects the presence 
of halogen vapors (those which con- 
tain chlorine, bromine, iodine, or 
fluorine in one form or another, such 
as “Freon” or carbon tetrachloride) 
in pressure systems, according to the 
company. 

Being portable, the Type H detector 
can be used for service work in the 
field or on refrigeration product as- 
sembly lines, the company said. It 
can inspect in a few seconds an ordi- 
nary joint or seam for leaks. 

Developed by General Electric’s 
research laboratory and engineered 
by the firm’s general engineering and 
consulting laboratory, the new in- 
strument consists of a detector unit 
weighing 3 lbs. and a control unit 
weighing 15 Ibs. 

The detector unit is a hand held 
probe with a pistol grip having a 
flexible metal nozzle with a plastic 
tip. The unit contains a _ diode 
element which  is_ sensitive’ to 
halogens in the air. 

It also contains a motor driven 
blower which circulates the air 
through the sensitive element. A 
filter in the plastic tip keeps the 
diode element clean. An 8-ft. cable 
lead is supplied to connect the de- 
tector unit to the control unit. 

The control unit contains’ the 
power supply, amplifier, indicating 
instrument, necessary controls, and a 
carrying strap. 

The power supply provides direct 
current for the detector anode and 
amplifier. It provides alternating 
current for the detector filament and 
blower motor. 

The amplifier provides sufficient 
power to give a deflection on a 
milliameter. In cases where person 
testing wants audible _ indications, 
a public address amplifier and loud 
speaker can be attached. 

A 25-ft. lead is supplied for con- 
necting 115 volt, 60 cycle, a.c. cur- 
rent to the control unit. This volt- 
age must be regulated to within plus 
or minus one volt, which generally 
requires an automatic voltage 
stabilizer. 

The procedure for testing for 
leaks is described by the company 
as follows: 

“After the power switch is turned 
on, balance is obtained by adjust- 
ing the balance knob until the 
milliaammeter reads zero. Then set 
the range on H, the highest sensi-

Heat Pump Firm- - 


(Concluded from Page 1, Column 2) 
as consulting engineer. 

C. Bruce McConnell, president, has 
stated that the firm will manufacture 
the heat pump on a limited basis at 
first and sell it only to electric 
utilities around the country for ex- 
perimental purposes. He added that 
it may expand its production here, 
license other companies to make the 
heat pump, or both. No sales to 
individuals are anticipated at the 
present time. 

Walter G. Greer, manager of the 
air conditioning division of Freyn 
Bros., local plumbing firm, is second 
vice president of the Webber Engi- 
neering Corp. and will work on the 
development of the heat pump’s air 
conditioning phases, it was indicated. 
The device is intended to cool a home 
in summer, heat it in winter. 

Webber has had his heat pump 
operating for the past three heating 
seasons in his own home _ in 
suburban Southport. He kept ac- 
curate daily records during the first 
season of outside temperature, inside 
temperature, air temperature in cold 
air ducts, hot air temperature in 
registers, cu. ft. of air circulation, 
B.t.u. output, kwh. used, etc. 

He has discovered, he claims, that 
the unit operates on a coefficient of 
performance of between 3% and 4. 
Cost of operation, he adds, is com- 
parable to competing fuels at even 
the standard local rate for electricity, 
two cents per kwh. 

His heat pump differs from others 
being developed at the present time 
in that, instead of using air or water 
as a heat transfer device, he buries 
the refrigerant coils themselves into 
the ground. He claims this method 
is highly successful and is adaptable 
almost anywhere in the United States. 

Early publicity on his invention, 
Webber said, has drawn inquiries and 
requests for rights to manufacture 
from both American and foreign 
manufacturers. 

Webber, a native of North Carolina 
started out as a refrigeration service- 
man in his home state. Since then 
he has traveled across the country 
following his trade. 

Webber claims to have made a 
frozen food locker for California fish- 
ing boats back in 1930 and other 
refrigerating devices since then. 
Finally settling in Indianapolis, Web- 
ber worked in the appliance repair 
department of the _ Indianapolis 
Power & Light Co. until, when he 
left two years ago, he was supervisor 
of the department. 

At that time he set up an appli- 
ance store at 2740 Madison Ave. here 
and, as the Webber Appliance Co., 
combined with it the manufacture of 
commercial and home freezers. 

It was the freezers, Webber said, 
that gave him the idea for the heat 
pump. He noted one day that when 
he reduced the temperature of a 
freezer to -90° F., heat coming from 
the compressor was 183° F. 

Deciding to try and harness this 
heat, he warmed a water tank to 
160° F. from the compressor heat of 
three freezers located in his base- 
ment. With the hot water he heated 
two bedrooms. 

To expand his idea to heat the 
entire house, he tried running the 
refrigerant coils into the ground, 


which in this area, maintains a 55° F. 
It worked.
